in currency recovered since Bremer's 
release.

Indictments 


FAYETTEVILLE, Ark. - While the 


Washington county grand jury was 
debating whether to return an indict- 
ment against State Comptroller Grif- 
fin Smith. Prosecuting Attorney J, W. 
Trimble stepped before the bench of 
Circuit Judge John S. Combs Friday 
and used about three minutes to null- 
ify many months' work of Smith and 
his assistants; and lo set a precedent 
for the handling of criminal procedure 
in Arkansas. 


A remarkable feature of the case- 


was (hat the defense had been ullow^ 
ed lo summon 201) witnesses. Had it 
been necessary to have paid all of 
the mfor thu period of a trial, the 
drain on the county's depleted finan- 
ces would have created u serious sit- 
uation and ibis is said to have been 
one of the factors entering into Pros- 
ecuting Attorney Trimble's decision. 


Prosecutor Trimble nolle pressed 74 


indictments against t-iyhl men 
who 


had bcoji charged with perjury and 
subornation of perjury in connection 
with the handling of affairs of Wash- 
ington county. 


The indictments were the result of 


an audit of Washington county madu 
by tliu- comptroller's office more, than 
a year ago, and tonight the slule- is

Former President. Aided 


ih Publication: of 


Pamphlet 


WASIUNGT,ON.-(/P)-Report of a 


legislative committee put into the rec- 
ord of the Trade Commission Friday 
said that former President.. Hoover, 
while secretary of commerce, aided 
in the publication of a pro-utilities 
pamphlet. 


The report, put into the record by 


W. T. Chatland. attorney for. the com- 
mission, was that of a Pennsylvania 
Joint Legislative Committee covering 
an unidentified utilities investigation. 


Olhcr evidence given, the commis- 


sion purported lo show lhat a utililics 
executive sought the aid of Presidenl 
Taft, when he was chief juslice; of 
his brother, Charles Taft, and of James 
Francis Burke, late counsel of the Re- 
publican Nalional Committee. No evi- 
dence was given to indicate such aid 
was received. 


In the Pennsylvania report, Samuel 


S. Wyer, engineer and author of Ihc 
pamphlet, was quoted as saying thai 
Iho pamphlet would not have been 
printed for 90 dtiys had' not Hoover 
intervened lo get it done quickly bo- 
cause of its effect, undescribed by Ihe 
witness, on the St. Lawrence water- 
way project, in which Hoover was 
said to be interested. Wyer was a 
witness at Friday's hearing. 


The Wyer pamphlet was entitled, 


"Niagara Falls;, Its Power Possibilities 
and Preservation." This pamphlel has 
been assailed several times by other 
witnesses, and was Ihc subject of con- 
tiderable controversy because of its 
first publication by the Smithsonian 
Institution. The institution's imprint 
was- said by the critics to give the ap- 
pearance that a governmental body 
endorsed the report. 


The Tflfls and Burke were mention- 


ed in loiters by Wyer and A. W. 
Thompson, prasident of. Iho Philadel- 
phia Company of PHlsburgh, discuss- 
ing a memorandum by Wyer, dalecl 
jJanuary 15, 1925, urging that 
the 


Smithsonian reprint the pamphlet. 
/Smithsonian did not reprint it, al- 
though it was later printed privately. 


Thompson sent Ihe memorandum to 


Burke, and suggested that Burke give

Experiments show thpt by reducing 


the grain ration and feeding more 
icughago greater profit may be made 
on a lower milk yield. 


"When we have good roughage to 


feed and cut our full grain ration in 
two, W.G get approximately 10 per cent 
less milk than- on full grain, feeding," 
says Mr. Stanley. "When we depend 
on roughage alone, we get about 30 
per cent -less milk than we get on full 
grain feeding-. 


"This drop in production dbes not 


involve a corresponding drop'in prof- 
its. Dairy farmers who plan to feed 
less grain and grow more 
roughage 


will benefit themselves and also agri- 
culture as a whole. 


"Less intensive feeding of dairy cat- 


tle involves an increase in pasture and 
roughage acreage at' the expanse of 
cultivated; crops, a shift already talk- 
ing place in many regions.
